This letter is addressed to: 


you in the belief that you, like 
those of us who you elected as 
your city commissioners, have 

vital interest in the growth 
and development of Belle Glade. 
You have asked us to give you 
adequate police protection, fire 
protection, good streets and 
sidewalks, parks and recreation 
facilities, street lighting, good 
water, drainage, freedom from 
pests, street markers and good 
administration. We are making 
every effort to do these things. 

Through the excellent co- 
operation of the county we have 
opened our own rock pit and we 


. are building a number of streets 


at very low cost. We have been 
fortunate in obtaining very low 
contract prices on surfacing 
and have been surfacing a num- 
ber of streets, 

We have rejuvenated Para- 
dise Park and have built pub- 
lic toilets, a shelter building 
and store room there and a 
shuffle board court. We have 
installed additional lighting and 

lay ground equipment. We 
have made extensive repairs 
and additions to our water sys- 
tem. We have added two-way 
radio to our fire and police 
systems and purchased adequate 
road building equipment. 

We have remodeled the old 
water plant building into a pri- 
son stockade, equipped the City 
Hall with a public address sys- 
tem and have reopened the city 
garage for doing maintenance 
work on all city owned equip- 
ment, 

At the present time we are 
building permanent concrete 
benches for distribution 
throughout the park and public 
areas” ofthe city We 

engaged in installing additional 
street lights and hauling rock 
for building and rebuilding a 
number of streets, one of Which 
is the extension of Avenue A 
to the railroad tracks to take

eral administrative departments 
of your state government in re- 
cent weeks have universally dis-

Appropriations for running 
the common schools of Florida 
are set up; they're made, but 
‘where at is the money?”, is the 
refrain from those in the know. 
The budget for other state de- 
partments, commissions etc., 
have been seriously cut, so far, 
in fact, that serious curtailment 
of operations are absolutely ne- 
cessary.

1 
care of the new colored school. | 
We are extending a six inch 
water pipe to also take care of 
that school. We are building 
two recreation areas, one near 
the post office on Avenue A and 
the other near the bridge at 
North Main Street. We are pre- 
paring to put up street markers. 
Besides theses related things 
we realize the pressing need 
for a number of other things 
among which are: 1, Public toi- 
lets and playground area in the 
colored section. 2. Sidewalks. 
3. More street improvements, 
4. A City Pound, 5. A swimming 
pool or beach. 6. A cemetary 
owned by the city. 7, More ad- 
equate spraying and dusting. 
8. A paid playground director, 
9. A building to house a fire 
truck which has no home and 
a store room for fire fighting 
equipment. No doubt we have 
left off many things in this list 
but those items listed are just 
to give you the idea. 

Your City is in excellent fi- 
nancial condition at the present 
time and we expect to keep it 
that way. There is no bonded 
debt and all obligations are cur- 
rent. We are operating on a 
cash and carry basis and intend 
to continue to do so. Our reven- 
ue from property taxes, licenses, 
and the utility tax is not suf- 
ficient to carry on this pro- 
gram 

We do not wish to stop work, 
however we must do so unless 
we immediately find some new 
souFce of revenue, 

We do not believe it fair to 
increase license taxes or pro- 
perty taxes since those paying 
such taxes are and have been 
carrying the whole load for a 
number of years. We wish to 
reach a group who are not now 
paying taxes and have never 
paid taxes, yet are enjoying all 
the benefits provided by the 
city. 

This group is composed of 
thousands of migrants, laborers, 
tourists, tenants and owners of 
homes value at less than $5,000, 
The only way we know to 
reach this group at the present 
time is by imposing a tobacco 
tax of one cent on each ten 
cents of sales value commonly 
known as a cigarette tax, This 
tax is now in force in a num- 
of Florida cities among the 
number being West Palm Beach, 
Delray Beach, Miami, and Win- 
ter Haven. Delray Beach re- 
ports that their revenue from 
this source amounts to about 
$25,000.00 annually. West Palm 
Beach receives almost $100,000.- 
00. It is estimated that Belle 
Glade would receive $30,000.00 
a year which is an amount to 
our- present street department 
budget. Should the tax be im- 
posed it is the intention of your 
city commission that the money 
received shall be placed in an 
improvement fund and used on- 
ly for improvements. 

Each year $2,000.00 of the 
tax shall be placed in a fund 
to be used only in acquiring 
property in the colored area 
and building and improving a 
park and recreation area there. 
Another $2,000.00 shall be 
placed in a fund to be used 
only toward the construction of 
a swimming pool or public 
beach. 

We do not wish to do any- 
thing which will be against the 
will of the majority of the ci- 
tizens and that is the reason 
for this letter. We are attaching
